CHICAGO? 

Not quite. Windy City falls 
just short of Top 5 cities 
for tourist accounts

What’s your favorite city to fol- 
low on Twitter? If you chose San 
Francisco (@onlyinsf), you’re one 
of the 99,000-plus followers that 
made it No. i among the 10 most 
popular U.S. cities on Twitter. 

New 'York (@nycgo) and Las 
Vegas (@vegas) come in second and 
third, respectively, while Chicago 
(@choosechicago) takes sixth place. 
Cities were ranked by the number of 
people following their official tourism 
Twitter accounts, not city government 
or other Twitter feeds. 

The report from Skift, a 6 -month-old 
New 'York company that produces travel in- 
formation and news, looked at how tourism 
agencies use social media. During a two-week 
period, it found that Portland and Philadelphia 
were most responsive to answering questions via 
Twitter, and that New York, Las Vegas and Portland 
had the quickest average response times to their tweets. 
“Some are leveraging the new media to clean the cob- 
webs off paper pamphlets and actually engage with visitors 
and locals,” the report says. But tourism agencies could take a page 
from airlines and airports to increase their use of social media to better 
connect with visitors.

MEXICO CITY A powerful explo- 
sion rocked the Mexico City 
headquarters of state oil giant Pemex 
on Thursday, killing at least 14 people 
and injuring 100 others. 

The blast hit the lower floors of the 
downtown tower block, throwing de- 
bris into the streets and sending work- 
ers running outside. 

Interior Minister Miguel Angel 
Osorio Chong said the blast killed at 
least 14 people and injured 100. It was 
not yet clear what caused the explo- 
sion, and the death toll could still rise, 
he added. 

Media reports said machinery in- 
side the building had apparently ex- 
ploded. But an ambulance service of- 
ficial at the scene, who asked not to be 
named, said it was caused by a gas leak. 

Police quickly cordoned off the 
building, and television images 
showed the explosion caused serious 
damage to the ground floor and blew 
out windows on the lower floors of 
the tower. 

“The place shook, we lost power and 
suddenly there was debris everywhere. 
Colleagues were helping us out of the 
building,” witness Cristian Obele told 
Mexican television. 

Some at the scene said the blast 


came from a neighboring building. 

Pemex said that initially its head- 
quarters had been evacuated because 
of a problem with its electricity supply 
It then said there had been an explo- 
sion, but did not say what caused it. 

“Now we are in rescue mode and 
looking for people and for bodies,” 
Osorio Chong said. 


Search-and-rescue dogs were sent 
into the skyscraper, a Mexico City 
landmark more than 50 floors high and 
sporting a distinctive “hat” on top. 

Pemex has experienced a number 
of deadly accidents in recent years. In 
September, 30 people died after an ex- 
plosion at a Pemex natural gas facility 
in northern Mexico.

Do your federal return first 

The state tax return requires certain numbers 
that you can only get from completing the 
federal form, says Susan Hofer, spokesperson 
for the Illinois Department of Revenue. 

“This year has been kind of complicated,” 
she said. “There has been a delay because the 
federal tax law changed. People sometimes, if 
they’re waiting for forms they don’t need for 
the federal return, think they should do [the 
Illinois return] first. They really need to at 
least do Page i of the federal 1040 form.”

Beyonce vows to sing 
for real on Sunday

All those who doubted Beyonce’s vocal prow- 
ess in the wake of the Obama inaugural “Lip- 
Sync- Gate” should find a corner suitable for 
shamed cowering. 

At a Thursday news conference tied to her 
upcoming Super Bowl halftime show appear- 
ance, the superstar singer quickly and judi- 
ciously killed any doubts that she can tackle 
the national anthem— live and a cappella. 

Before making any Super Bowl statements 
or taking a single question, Beyonce asked the 
assembled members of the media to stand. 
Then she reeled off a triumphant and defini- 
tively backing-track-less version of the “The 
Star-Spangled Banner” for the gob-smacked 
audience. 

It wasn’t quite as incendiary as her pre-taped 
inaugural version, but it didn’t have to be. It 
just proved that Beyonce, in her beneficence, 
wiU still occasionally descend into the mortal 
realm to quell any skeptics of her powers. 

Then she closed with a succinct ‘Any ques- 
tions?” 

Bey confirmed that, yes, she did use a pre- 
recorded backing track at the inaugural be- 
cause she didn’t have time to rehearse with 
the U.S. Marine Band and had had “no proper 
sound check.” 

“I did not feel comfortable taking a risk,” 
she said. “I wanted to make [Obama] and the 
country proud.” 

The 31-year-old said the practice of per- 
formers singing along with prerecorded tracks 


is common in her industry Still, she promised 
she won’t be doing it Sunday during the Super 
Bowl halftime show 

“I will absolutely be singing live,” Beyonce 
said. “This is what I was born to do.” 

As to exactly what she’ll do, and with whom, 
she didn’t say much Thursday dodging a ques- 
tion about whether she will be joined by her 
Destiny’s Child bandmates or her husband, 
rapper Jay-Z. While Alicia Keys and Jennifer 
Hudson (the latter singing with the choir from 
Sandy Hook Elementary the Connecticut 
school where 20 children were killed in De- 
cember) also will perform, Knowles will com- 
mand the stage once the San Francisco qqers 
and Baltimore Ravens break for halftime. 

“I’m trying to learn to live every moment, 
because these moments are not promised to 
us,” she said of her excitement, recalling how 
she took off her shoes and ran the first time 
she set foot on the Superdome field. “This is 
such a huge opportunity” 

It’s also a huge challenge, including working 
on a stage that needs to be put together in just 
more than seven minutes, condensing her ca- 
reer into one 12-minute set, then performing 
in what is often any given year’s most watched 
program on television. Beyonce admitted be- 
ing nervous, but also said that after more than 
four months of preparation, she’s all set to go. 

“I’ve had a 16 -year career, and all of the 
things that I’ve done have prepared me for 
this,” she said. “I’m ready”

Having people over for the Super Bowl? Good luck fitting all those beer cans in your recy- 
cling bin. A fresher, more efficient option for quenching your pals’ thirst is the growler, a 
64-ounce to-go jug ready to be filled by your local brewpub. While brewers say they see the 
popularity of growlers growing in Chicago, there still are some questions about these party- 
pleasing bottles. Here’s everything you need to know to fill up. 


Where do I get it? 

Brewpubs sell their own glass growlers for an 
additional fee of about $4-$5 on top of the cost of 
the beer with which it’s filled. Once you buy the 
growler, it’s yours to keep and refiU. 


Can I refill a brewery’s growler with another 
brewpub’s beer? 

That’s up to each individual brewery so it’s best 
to call ahead. Most of the breweries in Chicago 
say they’ll fill any pub’s growler— as long as you’ve 
washed it first. ‘As long as it’s clean and {has} 
the government label on it, we’ll fill it,” said Pete 
Crowley brewer at the West Loop’s Haymarket 
Pub. “I won’t fill a growler full of funk, though.” 

At Wicker Park’s Piece, however, brewer Jonathan 
Cutler says the pizza spot and brewpub’s liquor 


What’s the benefit? 

Canned or bottled beer has been packaged, 
processed and shipped, meaning it’s not as fresh 
as beer poured straight from a keg into a growler. 
“Some beer benefits from aging, but most of 
the beer people drink does not,” said Ben Sailer, 
brewer at Atlas Brewing in Lincoln Park. “Get- 
ting beer that was brewed two weeks ago instead 
of two months ago can make for a better- tasting 
beverage.” The reusable container also cuts 
down on waste, making it more environmentally 
friendly Plus, some breweries offer growlers of 
beers that aren’t available in cans or bottles.

Can I fill a growler with any beer? 

Not all beers are available in growlers. IlT-uM-x:r5. 
may not have enough small-batch or limitud- 
release brews to offer them in these lai^ 
containers, and beers that are on specij iJr:ift 
(such as cask-conditioned or nitro-pouc' EK'-Cls) 
also generally are off-Hmits. Legally, breu'pubs 
cannot offer growlers of other breweriet^ 
beers, so stick to the house-brewed draff?, 

How much does it cost to fill? 

It varies. At Haymarket, the pricing sysfcni 
is simple: Take the cost of a pint of any hcc-r 
on the menu, multiply it by three, and yriull 
have the cost of a growler fill. (That sa^xis^ 
you money, since 64-ounces is actually fi>iu 
16 -ounce pints.) So at Haymarket, a growler 
fill starts at about $15 and can top $30. .-Vji: ,'\l- 
las, these range from $12 to $22, and at Piece-, a 
refill ranges from $12-514.

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Nicholas Moult, Teresa Palmer find love in 
the zombie apocalypse film 'Warm Bodies’

The zombies in “Warm Bodies” lurch, groan 
and eat human flesh like any others, but 
horror fans will notice something different 
about them. 

“They’re romantic,” 26 -year-old Aussie 
Teresa Palmer says. “They have feelings and 
they have personalities. And they listen to 
good music.” 

“Yeah,” her co-star, Nicholas Hoult, 23, 
says, emphasizing, “We’re doing our best.” 

Hoult plays R, a zombie with a wicked wit 
who lives at an airport in Jonathan Levine’s 
film, which opens Friday 

R and his zombie buddies attack humans 
like any other zombie, but when he sees Julie 
(Palmer), he falls head over shuffling heels 
for her and decides her boyfriend’s brains 
will be the last he eats. 

Both actors were fans of the genre— “I’ve 
watched ‘Evil Dead,’ ‘Return of the Dead,’ 
‘Night of the Living Dead.’ ... ‘Dawn of the 
Dead.’ ‘Shaun of the Dead,’ ‘Zombieland,’ ” 
Hoult says— but they were intrigued by 
the zombie rom-com (romantic zom-com?) 
twist of “Warm Bodies.” During an interview 
at the Peninsula Hotel, they talked about the 
crazy things they’ve done for love, the chal- 
lenges of playing a zombie and what they 
would do if they had to live at an airport for 
a year. 

Your movie leaves us with the idea that love 
can overcome just about anything. How do 
you feel about that practically, in real life? 

TP: I absolutely agree with that. 

NH: Yeah. I agree. I think it could be a very 
powerful thing for good. It can be destructive 
as well, if in the wrong hands. 

TP: That’s true. But I do believe love breathes 
life into you. And when we were born, we’re 
newborn babies, we come out of the womb 
and all we need is love. And you see that 
babies really thrive and heal from being loved 


and nurtured. And I think as we grow older 
and become adults we kind of forget that and 
we need to go back to our roots and under- 
stand that human connection and love is just 
so integral to just growth and feeling better. 
[Laughs.] So anyway that’s my thoughts. 

NH: Nice speech. 

TP: [Laughs.] 

A true romantic. 

TP: Yes, I am. 

NH: I’m crying a little bit. 

TP: My God, he really is. [Laughs.] 

R goes to great lengths to save Julie. What’s 
the most romantic thing you’ve ever done 
for someone? 

NH: I make stuff 
TP: So dol. 

NH: Yeah. It’s pretty sappy 

TP: What sort of things have you made? 

NH: I’ve made videos; I’ve made cards and 
books. 

TP: Oh, me too; I do that. 

NH: I’ve knitted things for people. 

Really? 

NH: Yeah, I learned how to knit. [Laughs.] 

TP: That’s really cute. [Laughs.] I scrapbook. 

I edit things together with music and then 
I’ll put the little DVD in the scrapbook and 
photos and just all those sorts of things. 

Back in my day, we made mixtapes. 

TP: Yes. It’s always very elaborate. 

NH:I never made a mixed tape. I’d like to go 
back to doing that. 

TP: I sometimes will make a CD for the 
scrapbook so I have it, so that I know what 
songs are going to come as they’re turning 
the page, and it’s relevant to what I’ve put in 
the page. And sometimes they’ll read it faster 
than I hoped and it kind of messes up that 
system. It’s all right. [Laughs.] Nerd! 
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Whaf s the most romantic thing some- 
one’s done for you guys? 

TP: Oh. OK. I was leaving Adelaide to 
move to Los Angeles and my love at the 
time, he threw me a really beautiful going 
away as a surprise. My whole family came 
from different parts of Australia, and all my 
friends and it was really beautiful. It was 
sad, bittersweet, but it was just the most 
incredible thing. Everyone revealed them- 
selves to me. And I was like waa! {Laughs.} 
That sounded bad. Don’t put that in! They 
just popped out; I was just having dinner 
and everyone just kind of started walking 
in. I was like, “Oh, that’s my dad.” It was 
nice. 

NH:That sounds kind of eerie. 

TP: It was great. I loved it. What has some- 
one done for you? 

NH: Forgiven me. 

TP: Ah, good answer. 

{They both laugh.} 

R has made a nice apartment out of an air- 
plane. What, if you had to live in an airport 
for a year, would you do to pass time? 

NH: I’d learn how to fly 
TP: He’d learn how to fly 
NH: If that was possible. 

TP: I would learn how 
to do martial arts. 
Don’t know 
why it’d just 
be really 
fun. I don’t 
know 


NH: Shopping. 

TP: I’d collect food and eat a lot, I guess. 

I’d shop. 

NH: I would try every cologne. I’d try them 
aUout. 

TP: I would read all the books. ... I would 
become a straight up hoarder, like what R 
does. Get little trinkets and collect them 
and— I don’t know; awful answer. {Laughs.} 
Thanks. 

Julie’s a strong character. Is that some- 
thing that attracted you to the role? 

TP: Definitely I think it’s really important 
that there are strong female characters be- 
cause women are strong independent girls. 
And that’s exactly what she is; she’s a brave 
and sassy and she’s got a beautiful spirit and 
she’s positive, and I loved aU of that. 

NH: And a good high kick. 

TP: Yeah, I was showing that off some- 
times. I loved being physical for this role. 
And I got to learn how to shoot a gun and 
slide around, do some stunts and do a lot of 
running. It was fun. ^ah. 

What were your special challenges for you 
playing a zombie? 

NH: I guess it was just not being able to 
communicate verbally and having to try 
and express myself physically more. We’d 
practiced a little bit and then kind of just 
made it up as we went along. Luckily, 
Jonathan Levine is a very talented director. 
And he guided me in the right way and 
we found a good balance, I think, of being 


zombiefied but not too much. 

Did they train you on the zombie 
walking? 

NH: We had a guy from Cirque du Soleil 
come in, and me and Rob and some of 
the stunts and stuff would walk around 
inside a room and he’d be very descrip- 
tive with his language about, like, feeling 
heavy and aches and pains and empha- 
sizing them but not being stereotypical 
zombies. He’d be like, “There’s food 
in the corner,” and we’d all rush to the 
corner and be like, ‘Aahh, fooood.” And 
then we’d run around in the car park 
practicing our zombie runs. 

Was the makeup helpful? 

NH: Yeah, the makeup and the costume 
and a set we were on, they were all really 
helpful. Once you get into that environ- 
ment with all the gear on, it’s very easy 
to just believe what’s happening. ... The 
whole thing about the character is that 
he’s focused on the other people about 
trying to communicate with Julie, so 
most of the time I was just focusing on 
Teresa and that was it. 

Was it hard to snap out of it? 

NH: No. {Laughs.} No. There was no, 
like, taking the job home at the end of 
the day. {Laughs.} 

TP: {Moans like a zombie, then laughs.}

A lovely 
zom-com 
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Picture a zombie shuf- 
fling around a post-apoc- 
alyptic society mum- 
bling not “Brainssssss,” 
but “Heartsssss.” Not 
because he prefers to eat 
hearts, but because he 
wants to revive his own. 

In writer-director Jon- 
athan Levine’s (“50/50”) 
sweet, tame horror 
comedy “Warm Bodies,” 
R (Nicholas Hoult) never 
mutters about the body 
parts that he favors or 
needs to eat to stay alive. 
Usually referred to as a 
living corpse rather than 
a zombie, R clings to tiny 
drops of humanity more 
than the other pale-faced 
undead around him, 
including his best friend 
M (Rob Corddry), whose 
conversational abilities barely extend beyond 
grunting. 

When R spots the beautiful Julie (Teresa Palm- 
er) and saves her life, he’s rejuvenated. Sure, she’s 
scared he’ll attack her and isn’t thrilled he killed 
her boyfriend Perry (Dave Franco). He ate Perry’s 
brain and absorbed his memories, thus learning 
about some of Julie’s feelings and experiences. 

Julie sees more in R than his unsettling, sup- 
posedly unlovable appearance, though. “Keep. 
Safe,” he promises her, and she gradually trusts 
he will. When they get separated and Julie misses 
R, the affectionate rapport between Palmer 
and Hoult assure that we believe something 
like love can exist between a human and an, um, 
ex-human. Whether this could, as progressively 
happens in the film, invigorate the humanity in 
R’s colleagues requires romanticism I’m fuUy will- 
ing to embrace. 

Somewhat ironically this zombie tale has trou- 
ble with movement. Heavy on voiceover early on, 
“Warm Bodies” never quite takes off, registering 
closer to “nice” than “fun.” It pales compared to 
the juiced-up entertainment of “Zombieland” or 
the we-are-all-walking-dead satire of “Shaun of 
the Dead.” Adapting Isaac Marion’s novel, Levine 
nods to “Romeo and Juliet” and “Beauty and the 
Beast” but doesn’t get too bogged down in classic 
references. 

At heart, the funny endearing “Bodies” chroni- 
cles an awkward, lonely guy with a crush and a de- 
termination not to seem creepy Most (currently 
or formerly living) people likely have felt that way 
at one point, in pursuit of a love that, literally or 
not, feels like it could change the world.

Bone-headed thugs without harmony 
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Dumb as rocks, thin 
as paper and dull 
as plastic scissors, 
“Bullet to the Head” 
offers just as much 
complexity and 
intelligence as you 
might expect from a 
movie called “Bullet to the Head.” 

I know, lots of people just want this action 
flick to provide opportunities for Sylvester 
Stallone to unroll his tough-guy grumble. 
Indeed, the old guy’s still got it (unlike his 
pal Ahnold in “The Last Stand”), like a 
rusty blade that cuts just fine. It’s the words 
coming out of his mouth that stumble, lines 
like “Sometimes you gotta abandon your 
principles to do what’s right” and “We did 
our job and we got set up.” In this misguided 
return for director Walter Hill (“48 Hrs.”), 
all of the dialogue, particularly spoon-fed 
criminal exposition by a sleazy lawyer 
(Christian Slater), sounds like it was written 
so a toddler could understand it. 

I’d call the plot of “Bullet to the Head” 
(adapted by Alessandro Camon from a 
French graphic novel) “by the numbers” if I

thought anyone involved could count. New 
Orleans hitman James Bonomo, who goes by 
Jimmy Bobo because no Stallone character 
would ever be called “James,” teams up with 
DC. cop Taylor Kwon (Sung Kang of “Fast 
Five”) to find out why both of their former 
partners were killed. Even though everyone 
knows Jimmy killed Taylor’s partner. 

Played with a shocking lack of energy by 
Kang, Taylor’s an outrageously awful officer. 
His work doesn’t extend beyond making 
phone calls to request information about 
someone or needlessly updating the New 
Orleans police with information that he 
already has reason to believe could blow up in 
his face. Jason Momoa glares a lot as another 
professional killer; Sarah Shahi sports tattoos 
and skin as Jimmy’s gorgeous daughter. 

Straightforward to a fault, “Bullet to 
the Head” has almost the same clicked 
corruption as “Broken City,” and action 
that never excites. It also resists moral 


examination, as Jimmy feels fine as long 
as he kills people he thinks deserve it. 

The stripped-down nature of Hill and 
Stallone’s approach attempts to put grit on 


something too dumb to be called ordinary, 
but that’s like saying that eating two bad 
cheeseburgers is better than one. In this 
case, stick with zero.

After “The Best Ex- 
otic Marigold Hotel” 
and “Quartet,” I’m 
glad to see a film 
about people in their 
grayer years take 
place somewhere 
other than a hotel in 
which the folks put- 
ter around and giggle 
about sex.

“Mount Everest just moved into my pants,” 
and creepily hitting on much younger women 
whom he tells about the “python” he’s pack- 
ing downstairs. 

After it dispatches with the penis business, 
last year’s Chicago Eilm Eest opener “Stand 
Up Guys” isn’t half bad. (Overall, it’s about 
65 percent bad.) Since gangsters don’t always 
make it to their 70s, there’s merit to first- 
time feature writer Noah Haidle’s notion 
of how old wise guys spend their later days, 
alone and uninspired. Val’s best and only 
friend Doc, (Christopher Walken), picks him 
up from prison and abides his pal’s requests, 
though Val realizes Doc’s been assigned to 
kill Val as retribution for the supposedly 
accidental shooting that put Val away for 28 




years. During their first wild night together 
in ages, the guys also pick up Hirsch (Alan 
Arkin) from a nursing home and, wouldn’t 
you know it, bring him to the brothel to 
fulfill his lifelong goal of a three-way 

Haidle and Chicago native director Eisher 
Stevens, who botch the timing of lines that 
could have been funny try to have it both 
ways: They want us to lament the violent, 
alienating mistakes these friends have made 


but also laugh as Val punches a rude conve- 
nience store clerk and the crew attacks some 
lowlifes who stuff a woman (Vanessa Eerlito) 
into the trunk of a car Val stole. 

In several manipulative moments about 
family and friendship, the men behind “Stand 
Up Guys” aim for a story about loyalty under- 
scored by sadness. The movie, which feels like 
it’s killing time from bad joke to contrived 
action setpiece, is sad for other reasons.

Bizarre doc shows 
mania behind music 


Thud! Whack! 

In different ways, 
those sounds sum- 
marize the open- 
ing of “Beware of 
Mr. Baker,” which 
first features the 
drumming attack 
of legendary Cream/Blind Faith drummer 
Ginger Baker— and then shows the now 70- 
plus Baker outside his South African home, 
jabbing documentarian Jay Bulger in the nose 
with a cane. 

That’s the brilliant, salty Baker for you, 
a man who used to look like “Top 
Chef” alum Spike Mendelsohn 
on a heroin binge and whose 
idols of jazz drumming (in- 
cluding Max Roach, Art 
Blakey and Elvin Jones) 
eventually became his 
friends. It’s an achieve- 
ment of which Baker 
appears to be much 
more proud than his 
four wives and three 
kids. In fact. Baker’s 
son Kofi says he thinks 
his father would have been 
better off had he never had kids. 

Baker even told his first wife before 
marrying her that he’d always choose the 
drums over her. 

In the strange, entertaining “Beware of 
Mr. Baker,” Bulger blends his discussions ^ ' 
with Baker and an ocean of past footage and 
new interviews. (There are alsio^distfacting, 
ankmted renderings of some events not 
caught on film.) That includes performances

by Baker’s many groups (he worked with Fela 
Kuti and played in many bands you probably 
haven’t heard of) and chats with greats like 
Neil Peart (Rush), Charlie Watts (The Rolling 
Stones) and Eric Clapton, Baker’s bandmate 
in Cream and Blind Faith who calls the man 
some deem “certifiably nuts” merely a “lov- 
able rogue.” 

The documentary recalls the Oscar-nom- 
inated “Searching for Sugar Man” in 
telling incredible stories and 
ultimately leaving its subject 
as an enigma. Based on 
Baker’s unwillingness 
to open up, it’s hard to 
fault Bulger— who’s 
wrong in suggesting 
that a desensitized 
fence always lingers 
around musical ge- 
nius — for not pressing 
much harder, but he still 
lets the guy off easy 
The drummer’s life, in 
which he resented anyone who 
thought Keith Moon (The Who) 
or John Bonham (Led Zeppelin) could hold 
a candle to his skills, unfolds as a sprawl- 
ing solo of emotionally distant madness. A 
former drummer myself, I watched “Beware 
of Mr. Baker” and longed for the time when 
rock was good, musicians were gods, and 
good god, the parties and the playing were 
species of their own.

With 'House of Cards/ 
Netflix is changing the 
teievision game

“House of Cards,” a smart new series about 
a Richard Ill-type politician methodically 
tearing down his enemies, marks a trium- 
phant TV debut for director David Fincher 
and offers star Kevin Spacey the juiciest role 
he’s had since ‘American Beauty” 

But decades from now, “House of Cards” 
may best be remembered as the show that 
changed the way we watch TV 
That’s because “Cards” is being dealt by 
Netflix, the subscriber-based service that 
will make available 13 episodes of the first 
season Friday, a strategy that will be mim- 
icked later this year with additional highly 
anticipated projects, including a new round 
of ‘Arrested Development” and the latest 
mockumentary series from Ricky Gervais. 

The company is doubling down on creat- 
ing its own content. It recently revealed that 


it’s looking to raise $400 million for more 
shows that can compete with the best pay 
channels have to offer. 

“In my mind, this is pretty game-chang- 
ing,” said Carlos Cordero, the director of 
service provider practices for Cisco Systems, 
a San Jose, Calif -based networking technol- 
ogy company “I think broadcast and cable 
TV should be very nervous.” 

Even if “House” doesn’t become the sen- 
sation it deserves to be, the show’s all-star 
team is getting something almost as valuable 
as eyeballs: total artistic freedom. 

Media Rights Capital, which produced 
“Ted” and “Babel,” met with Netflix a few 
years ago in hopes that executives would 
consider airing the show first on a tradition- 
al platform such as HBO or Showtime and 
then making it available two months later. 
Instead, Netflix brass campaigned to be the 
home for the American version of a BBC se- 
ries that was a smash hit in England during 
the 1990S. In exchange for the gamble, Netf- 
lix would guarantee two full seasons on a to- 
tal budget of $100 million, and absolutely no 
creative interference. That was music to the 


ears of Fincher (“The Social Network”), who 
directed the first two episodes, and show- 
runner Beau Willimon. 

“Netflix made an extraordinary commit- 
ment that let us know we could do things in 
season one that we could come back to next 
year in a very satisfying way” said WiUimon, 
who received an Oscar nomination for his 
script for “The Ides of March,” another po- 
litical thriller. “You couldn’t do that with a 
network.” 

It may have taken more than 18 months 
for “House” to come to fruition, but viewers 
can take in all 13 initial episodes in a couple 
days, a tantalizing option for such an addic- 
tive show in which you can’t wait to see how 
Space/s Francis Underwood, the House 
Majority Whip in modern-day Washington, 
DC., vanquishes his next victim. 

Spacey doesn’t discourage viewers from 
going the marathon route— although he 
wonders about anyone who would want to 
spend that much time with him. 

‘Anyone who wants to watch 13 hours of 
me over a weekend,” he said, “well, that’s just 
off the charts.”

You’ve spent some time in Chicago recentiy, 
including at Lollapalooza when I saw you and 
Doomtree perform. It was my favorite show of 
the weekend. How did you feel like that went? 

Thanks! I have two parts of my mind when 
Fm on stage. One is the part that’s performing. 
And the other voice that I wish I could shut 
off a little more, is like, “How is this going?!” 
And I think at Lollapalooza it’s particularly 
hard to shut that voice off It was a big oppor- 
tunity for us; we’re aware of how many people 
are there and [think], “Do I look like an idiot 
on the JumboTron?” 

You didn’t. 

It felt good. It felt high stakes, and in my body 
in the moment I was nervous and excited, I 
guess. Probably in equal measure. 


When I saw you, I walked over from Chief 
Keef’s performance. How familiar are you 
with this new rise of Chicago rap, and what do 
you think of what you’ve heard? 

Medium. Chief Keef, I think probably I as- 
sociate him as much as I do with a musician 
[as] with the political implications of what 
he’s rapping about or the social implications. 
The Pitchfork drama; the episode of beef with 
Lupe. I think a lot about what the social obli- 
gations are, if any, of being a performing artist, 
and so I’ve probably spent more time thinking 
about what Chief Keef means than I have 
listening to his music to be totally honest. 

So how do you feel about that? 

I think I’m still deciding exactly where I 
land. But I do think that music has agency 


It informs the way we think, even if we’re 
not aware of the influence it’s having on us at 
the time. That doesn’t mean you have to lead 
Sunday school with every i6 -bar; that would 
be a very boring [rapper]. Do you know what 
I mean? Sex, drugs, anger, angst and pulp are 
important parts of music. That said, I don’t 
think it’s the case that an artist can remove 
him or herself from any moral conversation 
by saying, “It’s just art,” as if by virtue of being 
art it doesn’t have a social implication or social 
value or social consequences. 

The tour kicking off tonight is with a full band, 
whereas when you were here last it was solo, 
spoken-word, monologue stuff. How does 
that change your preparation as far as what 
you’re doing on stage?
